James  Hull,  a  Jefferson  Pilot  professor 
of  religion  and  philosophy,  who  has 
been  teaching  at  Greensboro  College 
for  27  years.  Hull  graduated  with  a 
bachelor  of  arts  degree  from  Southern 
Methodist  University.  He  obtained  his 
master  of  divinity  degree  from  the  Per- 
kins School  of  Theology  at  Southern 
Methodist  University  and  his  doctorate 
from  the  University  of  Edinburgh. 

Hull  has  gone  far  beyond  his  duties  as 
a  professor  and  given  extra  to  the  col- 
lege. For  the  past  27  years,  Hull  has 
coordinated  the  Festival  of  Lessons 
and  Carols.  He  brought  this  tradition 
from  Kings  College  in  Cambridge,  En- 
gland, to  be  shared  with  the  college 
community.

Clinton  Aids  Ailing  Country 


January  20,  1993,  the  whole  nation  waited  for  12  o'clock 
noon  to  strike  on  the  clock.  At  that  very  moment,  former 
President  George  Bush  relinquished  power  and  stepped 
down  as  President  Bill  Clinton  took  the  oath  of  office. 
Although  this  monumental  event  seemed  far  away  for 
some  of  us,  several  Greensboro  College  constituents  went 
to  support  the  new  president  as  he  assumed  the  important 
position.  Students  Leena  Madan  and  Angela  Cox  and  staff 
members  Ann  Johnson  and  Dean  Tiffany  McKillip  were 
among  the  masses  of  people  who  witnessed  the  event  live 
and  in  person. 

Each  individual  witnessed  an  intense  crowd  made  up  of 
middle  class  people  from  the  younger  generation.  "I  re- 
member turning  around  and  looking  at  all  the  people  as 
Clinton  said  the  oath.  Most  were  young,  but  I  noticed  a 
couple  who  appeared  to  be  in  their  seventies  and  as  the 
new  president  spoke,  the  couple  began  to  cry,"  said  An- 
gela. 

These  four  people  all  expressed  how  emotional  the  entire 
event  was  and  how  the  diversity  of  social  classes  present 
showed  the  uniqueness  of  the  experience.  "The  place  was 
so  crowded.  It  was  a  zoo,  but  the  crowd  participation  was 
great,"  said  Angela.  "The  changing  of  power  that  day  was 
an  historical  masterpiece  rising  above  the  typical  everyday 
mud-slinging  of  American  politics,"  said  Leena.  "It  was 
stunning!  As  the  cannons  went  off,  I  realized  how  tremen- 
dously moving  it  all  was,"  said  Ann  Johnson.  "Although 
we  stood  all  day,  we  did  not  care  because  the  inauguration 
itself  was  simply  awesome!"  said  Dean  McKillip. 

After  the  inauguration  festivities  drew  to  a  close,  Johnson 
and  McKillip  met  with  a  1968  G.C.  alumna,  Carolyn  Bosher 
Maloney,  who  now  represents  the  state  of  New  York  in  the 
United  States  Congress.  She  is  the  first  G.C.  graduate  to 
be  elected  to  this  position.  Maloney  was  editor  of  the 
Echo,  a  student  marshal,  a  cheerleader,  and  a  member  of 
the  G.C.  Players,  Student  Government,  Alpha  Kappa 
Gamma,  and  the  Emerson  Society.  "Carolyn  told  us  all 
about  how  she  beat  a  Harvard  male  in  the  election  for  her 
position  in  Congress.  That  was  a  great  story!"  said  Dean 
McKillip. 

The  inaugural  festivities  came  and  went  quickly,  but  the 
outcome  of  the  event  will  be  seen  throughout  the  next  four 
years.  President  Clinton  has  his  work  cut  out  for  him,  but 
with  the  support  of  all  Americans,  hope  will  be  restored  to 
our  ailing  nation.

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Dr.  Lonise  Bias,  the  mother  of  the  late  Len  Bias,  delivered 
"A  Message  of  Hope"  on  Thursday,  February  25,  1993,  in 
Odell  Auditorium.  After  suffering  from  two  tragic  losses  in 
her  life,  Dr.  Bias  attempts  to  eliminate  future  tragedies  by 
lecturing  on  hope.  Her  son,  Len  Bias,  was  the  University  of 
Maryland  basketball  player  who  died  in  June  of  1986  of  a 
drug  overdose.  He  died  only  two  days  after  being  drafted 
by  the  Boston  Celtics.  Jay,  her  other  son,  was  shot  to 
death  in  a  shopping  mall  parking  lot.  In  memory  of  her 
sons,  Dr.  Bias  spoke  of  her  "Message  of  Hope"  to  Greens- 
boro College  students. 

Dr.  Bias  is  a  powerful  speaker  devoted  to  her  cause  of 
luring  young  adults  away  from  destructive  activities  such 
as  drugs,  violence  and  alcohol.  Her  straight-speaking  and 
inspiring  lecture  addressed  the  issues  of  drugs,  alcohol, 
violence,  family,  hope,  and  love. 

Co-sponsored  by  the  Campus  Activities  Board  and  the 
United  African  American  Society,  Dr.  Bias'  appearance 
was  truly  an  honor  for  Greensboro  College.  The  auditorium 
was  crowded  with  listeners  eager  to  hear  her  nationally- 
known  advice.  Dr.  Bias  is  truly  an  inspiration  for  everyone 
to  continue  to  have  hope  despite  the  world's  misgivings.

Dr.  George  K.  Schweitzer  presented  a  lecture  on  "The 
Christian  Faith  in  a  Technological  World"  in  January.  Dr. 
Schweitzer  stimulated  the  audience  to  think  for  themselves 
in  a  rivoting  discussion  on  religion.  Dr.  Schweitzer  provided 
humor  while  discussing  the  conflicts  between  science  and 
religion. 

Dr.  Schweitzer  discussed  the  conflict  between  evolution 
and  creationism.  His  main  point  emphasized  the  idea  that 
religion  and  science  are  two  very  unrelated  topics  which 
have  nothing  to  do  with  each  other.  As  he  points  out, 
science  asks  the  question  "how"  while  religion  asks  the 
question  "who".  He  also  paid  special  attention  to  ambigu- 
ity in  language  and  the  mystery  of  the  universe.

Mem- 
bers of  the  intrigued  audience  wanted  to  talk  with  him 
personally  after  the  lecture.  Dr.  Schweitzer,  Professor  of 
Chemistry  at  the  University  of  Tennessee,  proved  to  be  a 
vivacious  and  lively  speaker.

On  April  15,  1993,  Greensboro  College  students  showed  true  talent  in  designing,  directing,  and  acting  in  three  one-act 
plays.  The  one-act  plays  included:  "Cornered,"  "Slam  the  Door  Softly,"  and  "The  Duck  Variations." 

"Cornered"  directed  by  Josh  Travis  is  a  romantic  comedy  about  a  husband  and  wife.  The  wife,  Jessica  Sandt,  paints 
herself  into  a  corner  before  her  husband,  Jim  Ballard,  arrives  home.

So 
after  all  is  said  and  done,  Bill  and  Martha  Likins  bid  farewell  at  year's  end. 

Dr.  William  H.  Likins,  the  16th  president  to  serve  Greensboro  College  since  1838,  begins 
his  retirement  July  1,  1993.  Under  Likin's  nine  years  of  leadership,  enrollment  has 
doubled,  new  leadership,  voluntarism  and  religious  life  programs  have  been  initiated,  and 
the  Lifelong  Learning  program  has  taken  off.  Physical  improvements  include  installing  the 
athletic  field,  purchasing  the  Welcome  Center,  and  renovating  parts  of  the  library,  chapel, 
residence  halls  and  student  center.  With  pride,  we  thank  President  Likins  for  his  dedica- 
tion. Even  in  his  last  year,  we  saw  freshmen  class  SAT  scores  increase,  a  freshman  class 
with  the  largest  percentage  of  males  ever,  and  a  new  lion  mascot  proudly  stalking  our 
athletic  contests.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Likins  will  retire  in  Nashville,  Tennessee,  but  will  always 
remain  a  part  of  us. 
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
